When she died last year she 
left a fund for purchases of properties in Devon 
and Cornwall, and its use is further restricted to 
buildings in good order, since it cannot be 
applied to restoration. The first acquisition is 
the historic manor house of Trerice, near New 
quay, bought from Mr. Somerset de Chair, and 
it perfectly fulfils Mrs. Woodward’s intentions 
Anciently the home of the Arundels, the pi 
turesque little building, with elaborate plaster 
work in the principal rooms, is an Elizabethan 
gem, though parts are much older Another 
generous but anonymous bequest of £70,000, for 
the preservation of one or two notable houses 
anywhere, has also enabled the Trust to acquire, 
under the will of the late Sir George Vernon, 
Hanbury Hall near Droitwich.
